"I eoe," said Dick Quay tho other even- 


ing, 
"that Mr. Dabba hasa tarpon on ex- 


hibition which ho caught in Florida 
waters. The average weight of this fish 
13 from 105 to 130 pounds, but I have 
seen them tip the scales at 200. The best 
catch my father over made was nine in 
one night. 
When he goes fishing he 


takes a small boat and lots of strong line. 
Tho tarpon is like the trout, a very gamy 
fish, and when hooked soon wears him- 
self out in darting around furiously in 
the water. Tho best liino to fish for 
them is at night, 


"In still water they bite easy, and a 


good fisherman can land two out of every 
five hooked. In tide water they rush at 
tho bait, and then aro oil as fast as they 
can swim. It is very exciting sport to 
seo these big fish when caught jump six 
feet out of the water in their struggles 
to get away. They will turn over on 
their sides on tho surf ace of the -water, 
but they soon exhaust themselves. 


"The be&t fishing ground is in the still 


water on tho west coast of Florida. It 
is hard to pull them out on the eastern 
side, as the tides are very swift,"—Pitts- 
burg Dispatch.

Today Robert Louis Stevenson uses 


the pen; so does Arthur Sherburne Har- 
dy, the gitted author of "Passe Rose." 
The Harpers,, too, are a conservative 
firm, and have always refused, person- 
ally, to use tho typewriter. Miss Booth, 
when editor of Harper's Bazar, told me 
that she much preferred handwritten 
MS. To me, however, the real vaJue 
of the typewriter seems to reside in the 
view it gives yon of your work in cold 
blood. The ideal method of composition, 
if life were not too short, would be to 
dash off your work hastily ia the first 
glow of enthusiasm with pencil and 
paper; even ink is too slow. Let it cool, 
blue pencil it copiously, copy it on the 
typewriter; boil down and revise the 
typewritten copy and make a new fair 
copy from the revision. This is sub- 
stantially the method employed by Mr, 
Edward Atkinson, of Boston, who, how- 
ever, instead of writing his first rough 
draft employs a stenographer.—Emily 
A. Thackray in Now York Epoch.

THE PENNSYtVANIACBOOKKDNJEgS. 


The detailed statement of the experts 


appointed to investigate the accounts of 
Burdsley, the Treasurer of Philadelphia, 
shows the balance due tho city and Stale 
to be $2,594,551. Against this is cred- 
ited deposits in various banks to May 
30, last, of $919,773; Keystone bank, 
due bills $935, and Keystone bank 
checks paid by Bardsley in excess of the 
City Fund account, $196,043, leaving a 
total net deficiency in Bardsley's accounts 
of 533,835. In addition to this deficiency 
the interest which Bardsley received 
from banks, firms and individuals with 
the dividends on stock and securities in 
which he invested public money, at least 
$285,000 should be added, making a 
grand total of money misappropriated of 
$778,835. 


The investigation shows that Bardsley 


was not tho only public official impli- 
cated in the crookedness, as the State 
Treasurer'a office and Auditor General 
McComans arc involved. 
The genornl 


expectation has been since the disclos- 
ures were made public, that decided ac- 
tion would be taken against the other of- 
ficeia implicated in the steal. This ex- 
pectation has buen realized to some ex- 
tent, as Governor Puttison has referred 
the report of the experts to the Attorney 
General, to take civil action to recover 
the stolen funds, and to prosecute those 
who have in any way made themselves 
amenable to the criminal laws of the 
State. 


The action of Governor Pattisou leads 


the taxpayers who have boon robbtid, to 
hope that the arrest tiud vigorous prose- 
cution of prominent State officers will 
follow, but they are by no means san- 
guine. The State Government 1ms been 
controlled by a ring, who understood and 
acted upon the principle of "addition, 
division and silence" for years. 
Boss 


Quay, under the guise of Republicanism, 
conducted the affairs of State in the in- 
terest of a ring, not of the people, nnd 
attempted to perpetuate his power by 
electing one of his tools Governor last 
November. 
Honest Republicans, who 


were not dominated by bossistn, joined 
with the Democrats ar.ci elected Pattison 
Governor. Now Pattisoo, in the inter- 
est of the people and honest Govern- 
ment, desires tho Attorney General to 
prosecute every State official implicated 
in the robbery of the public treasury, 
but as the ring lost only one of its gems, 
and is still intact, it will bo extremely 
difficult to convict any of its shining 
lights.

THE INTERIOR O.F 
ALASKA. 


Last April Lieutenant E. J. Ghive and 


Jack Waltrfn left Seattle to explore the 
interior of Alaska. 
A letter from Lieu- 


tenant Glave written June 9th in Central 
Alaska, ixnd sent to the coast by an In- 
dian runner, has been received at Seattle. 
It says they were successful in getting 
pack horses, each carrying 280 pounds, 
into the heart of Alaska. 
The country 


is entirely different from the snow-cov- 
ered heights, popularly supposed to Jbe 
the only ground in these regions. 
His 


position at the date of writing was in an 
immense valley, tTiickly 
clothed with 


luxuriant grasses; wild 
timothy, blue 


top and bunch grass growing thickly 
everywhere. 
When the difficult barriejs 


are crossed a splendid country is reached. 
The deep, swift streams and lakes arc 
well stocked with fish and fine pastures 
nnd fruits are abundant. 
The Winters 


are severe but not so dreadful as is gen- 
erally supposed. 


In a few years, when that proposed 


railroad to Behring sea is built, doubt- 
less the interior of Alaska will be settled 
and a prosperous community be built up 
in the great valley described by Lieuten- 
ant Glave.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 23.—The min- 


ers committee which went to Coal Creek 
to-day to communicate Governor Buchan- 
an's decision to the men, reached their des- 
tination at noon. 
A mass meeting was im-

SELLING WHISKY TO INDIANS. 


Offenders Should be Turned Over to the 
Federal Authorities. 


A man was arrested in Lyon county for 


selling whisky to Indians and held to 
answer before the Grand Jury. When 
that body was impanneled, at the sugges- 
tion of Judge Rising, the accused individ- 
ual was turned over to the Federal author- 
itiea to be dealt with in the United States 
Court. He was taken to the State Prison 
by the United States -Marshal, where he ia 
held to await the action of the Federal 
authorities. By this method ol dealing 
with persons who sell whisky to Indians 
the United States Government pajsthe ex- 
penses of protecting its wards, the Indians, 
from the effect ol fire water. At present 
the State Prison is being filled with 
persons convicted of selling whisky to In- 
dians and tha State has to bear all the ex- 
pense. If the Federal authoilties prose- 
cute such offenders the General Govern- 
ment btars the expecse and pays for the 
care of those who are convicted. As it is 
by no means generous toward Nevada, and 
discriminates against its principal product, 
it is meet and proper that it should be 
accorded the privilege of paying the ex- 
pense of prosecuting and keeping those 
who sell whisky to Indians, nearly all of 
whom are non-residents of the State.

of the treasury except on a warrant of the 
Auditor. This transaction is published in 
a list of bills allowed aa "For disburse- 
ments," bat the term <'disbursements" is 
used to cover a multitude of sins. 


Following is the other bill referred to,

From the foregoing 
it appears that almost any kind of accom- 
odations could be secured by applying in 
person, by mail or by wire. Lodging is 
supplied with or without board. Tickets 
and money are furnished for a ride on the 
cars or a pleasant trip up the Pacific Coast 
by ocean steamer. Men single and men 
with their wives are acoomodated with cash 
for transportation east, west, north or 
south bj applying at the Captain's office. 
This bill is duly allowed and paid oat of 
the public funds of the county and there 
appears in tha published list of bills 
allowed as disbursements—and then when 
I, att a taxpayer of the county, object to 
this lawlessness I am denounced oa onr 
streets in language too indecent for publi- 
cation . 


A half-way friend of mine suggested a 


few days ago that tbe scandalous acts of 
our officers should not be exposed as it 
will hurt tbe good name of our community.

A Young Man Taken to tlie Stockton 


Asylum as a lunatic Discharged as 
Sane. 


July 1st a young man named J. F, Mur- 


ray left the Modoo mine in Inyo county, 
California, where he had been engaged at 
Backing and weighing ore, for Sodaville, 
Nevada, where his uncle and sister reside. 
He was taken flick on the stage between 
Modoo and Keeler, and remained a day at 
the latter place, but as there was no phy- 
sician in the place he left for Lone Pine, 
twenty-eight miles from Keeler, to see a 
physician. 
At Lone Pine he consulted 


Dr. Middleton, who prescribed for him. 
For some cause unknown to Mr. Murray 
he was taken to Independence, and en the 
morning of July 5th was lodged in the 
court house, where he was confined for 
some days, then adjudged to be violently 
insane and sent in charge of two able- 
bodied men to tbe Asylum at Stockton, 
passing through Reno on the night of 
Friday, July 10th. 
He arrived at Stockton 


on the morning of tbe lltb, and walked 
direct to the Asylum with a man on each 
Bide of him. At the Asylum Superinten- 
dent H. N. Rooker pronounced Mr, Mur- 
ray to be as sane B.S anybody in Stockton, 
but as the regulations required him to hold 
every person sent to the Asylum for a few 
days, he kept Mr. Murray, but did not in- 
caroerate him in a cell or place him among 
the insane. 
At the expiration of nine 


days Superintendent Rooker discharged 
Mr. Murray, who went direct to Sacra- 
mento, from which place he came to Reno, 
arriving here last Wednesday. 


Mr. Murray is a nephew of Frank Robb 


of this place. He is a young man twenty- 
eight years of age. 
He was in business at 


Oandelaria and served as postmaster at that 
place for nearly two years, but resigned 
when he *old out his business. He in- 
tended to return to Modoc in August, 
when work will be again resumed with a 
full force of men. 
He is a bright, Intelli- 


gant man, and feels that be has been out- 
rageously treated by the authorities of 
Inyo county, California. _

streets. He was an ordinary quadrnped 
with a large head, which he wore in a 
dejected sort of way, as though he was 
Inaalging in melancholy thoughts.
